Brother McCall, an American, who is 
superintendent of Cuban missions, 
preaches in Spanish. We are study­ 
ing the Spanish language and Mr. 
Gentry will preach in that language 
as soon as he can without embarrass­ 
ment. 
There are some stubborn difficul­ 
ties here that hinder the best progress 
in school work, such as discipline and 
grading. 
Under the Cuban 
laws. 
Teachers are not permitted to admis- 
ter corporeal punishment to their pu­ 
pils. The former training of many of 
the children is such as to spoil them 
rather than train them to be orderly 
and respectful; so it is sometimes nec­ 
essary to send them home. 
But we 
are 
optimistic and really believe 
there 
is a bright future for this 
school, as time will overcome these 
difficulties. 
We are delighted with the country 
and enjoying the novel and interesting 
scenes that are constantly presenting 
themselves to us as it were, in a regu­ 
lar panorama. 
I have not the lan­ 
guage, nor have you the space for me 1 
to undertake to describe many things 
that come to our view in this large 
and beautiful city that would interest 
your readers, but will tell you briefly 
of our recent visit to Morro and Ca- 
bannas castles. These castles were 
built by the Spaniards many years 
ago in their efiorts to gain control of, 
and hold Cuba. 
Both castles togeth­ 
er are more than a mile in length, 
perhaps two miles. 
As we entered i 
we passed between two tall, thick con- j 
crete walls which served us a protec- 
tion to the soldiers. There are stone 
steps leading up to the top. 
The j 
walks and flower beds are made of 
cannon balls, likewise the b e d s 
around the beautiful laurel trees. 
Other parts of the fortress were made 
up of dungeons, prisons, etc. \\ e saw 
two places where the prisoners were j 
blindfolded and led to a trap door. I 
through which they were dropped into j 
the water where they were eaten by 
the sharks. Many large cannon were 
in evidence which had been used as 
protection to the fortress. The watch 
towers were interesting. Just large 
enough for one soldier and only a 
small opening in the stone through 
which he must keep his vigil, 
in 
Morro, next to the water, is a stone 
corridor very narrow and small open­ 
ing every few teet through which the 
soldiers 
did their shooting. 
They 
were well protected from the enemy’s 
fire. The view from the lighthouse 
was one of the most interesting I ever 
beheld. To the south is the beautiful 
citv of Havana. 
Looking down upon 
the harbor we could see its many 
ships decorated with the flags of many 
nations, as it was holiday. Then 
look again, we could see the high sea 
for many, many miles around, where 
its silvery waters appeared to merge 
into the beautiful blue sky. From the 
top of Canuabas castle we watched 
with much interest a boat race rowed 
by six men each. 
Recently, at a time when the wind 
was rather high we went down to the 
beach and here again 
we 
beheld 
another grand 
sight, being aeon* 
tomed as we were. to viewing only i 


land scenes. 
The big white caps 
would come rolling in from the sea 
and upon striking the shore would 
break and dash thirty or forty feet 
high and fall back into a seething 
mass of foam and spray. 
We congratulate the United States 
upon her recent splendid victory in 
the election of Woodrow Wilson to 
the presidency. Our Cuban govern­ 
ment has just emerged from a polit­ 
ical battle between the Conservatives 
and the Liberals that was serious in 
many respects, resulting in a victory 
for the former, which party repre­ 
sents the better element of our coun­ 
try. 
Politics warmed up here to such 
an extent that even the poor lepers, 
isolated from the general public and 
not allowed a vote, in discussing the 
issues ‘‘fell out” and fought fur- 
iouslv.

That distinctive parcel post stamps 
must be used on all fourth-class mat­ 
t e r beginning January 1st. 191 J, and 
that such matter bearing ordinary 
postage stamps will be treated as 
‘‘held for postage.”

JAMES C, RUCKER 


DIES SUDDENLY 


Was Veteran of Mexican 
and Civil Wars. 


Decatur citizens were sadly shocked 
last Tuesday morning when it be­ 
came known that Uncle Jim Rucker 
had died suddenly in the lobby of the 
postoffice. 
He had come to town in 
the best of health and at about nine 
o ’clock was taking his mail from his 
box in the postoffice when he sudden­ 
ly uttered a groan and fell to the 
floor. 
Friends rushed to the aid of 
the stricken man, but nothing could 
be done to prolong his life, and he 
expired in a few minutes without say­ 
ing a word. 
Heart failure is sup­ 
posed to have been the cause of his 
death. 
The remains were taken to 
the family residence by a number of 
friends. 
Mrs. Rucker was prostrate 
with grief when told of the death of 
her devoted husband, with whom she 
had lived for fifty-two years.'"-Mr. 
Rucker had told his wife that he felt 
better than usual that morning, and 
had been absent from her only a half 
hour when she received the news of 
his death. 
James C. Rucker was born in Mc- 
Minn county, Tennessee, Aug. 30, 
1830. 
In 1847 he volunteed and served 
in the Mexican war, locating in Tex­ 
as in 1850. 
He came to Wise county 
in 1855, and helped to bring this sec- 
ton from a wild frontier to its present 
high state of civilization. Mr, Ruck­ 
er served in the Confederate army, 
then was transferred to the frontier 
patrol guard. He was twice married, 
first to Virginia McDonald of Tennes­ 
see, who died'in the early days. La­ 
ter he married Christian Slater of 
Wise county, who survives him. 
Uncle Jim was a man of strong con- 
victions, and a staunch defender 
the right as he u n d e rsto o d ^ U He 
was just and honorable in his deal­ 
ings, and true as steel to his friends. 
He has served his country well, and 
the memory of his life among us wil( 
linger long in the minds of his hosts 
of friends.

Could N ever Be Blown to Fragm ents. 


Some writers have accounted for the 
asteroids on the theory that they are 
the fragments of a world that from 
some unknown cause has been explod­ 
ed in its orbit 
Similarly, many have 
thought that perhaps at some distant 
time, when the seas shall have been 
drunk up into the cracked and thick 
ened crust of the age shrunken earth 
and the volcanoes—those vents of the 
fiery interior—shall have become chok 
ed and extinct, the pentup gases gener­ 
ated from the descending moisture by 
the still great internal heat may ac­ 
tually explode the old earth like a 
veritable bombshell. 
But th at can never happen.

recoil was distinctly felt clear through 
the terrestrial bali. 
This great cataclysm has been cited 
as an indication of the power of the 
pentup forces that may some day dis 
nipt the earth itself. 
Let us examine

correctness of this theory. 
An explosive compound is a combust 
lble combined mechanically or chem 
ically- either with oxygen or witli an 
oxidizing substance that will burn wit Ii 
out the help of atmospheric oxygen 
Among the most powerful high ex 
plosives are

add. each of which has a density more 
than one and a half times that of 
water. The products of their com bus 
tion are nearly all gaseous, whereas the 
products of the combustion of ordinary 
black gunpowder are less than half 
gaseous 
The larger part is the solid 
matter that makes the smoke. 
The energy that a high explosive can 
exert depeuds on the volume of the 
gases liberated and the temperature to 
which the neat of the explosion eau 
raise them 
The exac t temperature of the gases 
liberated by a high explosive at the in 
stunt of detonation is uot absolutely 
known, 
but 
may 
be 
approximately 
learned through chemical experiment 
Nor is the amount of pressure known 
with absolute certainty. It Is probable, 
however, that nitroglycerin, nitrogela 
tin and picric acid, when detonated in 
a couUned space, exert a pressure some 
where 
between 
300,000 and 
500.000 
pounds to the square inch. 
lf we assum e that the earth crust 
has a density five times that of watei 
aud that its average thickness is fifty 
miles, then it follows that it exerts ,i 
pressure of more than 500.000 pound* 
to the square inch; it the crust is a 
hundred miles thick, then the pressure 
is more than a million pounds to til 
square inch a pressure certainly great 
or than the expansive force exerted by 
the 
most 
powerful 
tiigli 
explosive 
Plainly, no quantity of high explosive 
detonated under the crust of the. cart it 
would be able to lift it. and consequent 
ly we know that no world of tin* si/*- 
of the earth can ever explode from it' 
owTn pentup internal forces. 
If, then, no high explosive force i> 
sufficient to blow up a world the size 
of the earth, how can worlds explode*' 
There is only one way in wbi< Ii tla- 
heavenly bodies can become possessed 
of sufficient energy actually to blow­ 
up, and that is by collision. 
The stars are flying about in space 
with velocities that range all the wax 
from five miles a second to 5(H) miles a 
second 
If two celestial orbs, traveling each 
at a velocity of 200 miles a second, met 
In a head-on collision they would lie 
fused aud gasified by the impact and 
the heat generated would be sufficient 
to break up the matter of both into it* 
ultimate elem ents and to expand it Into 
nebulous haze

A Peep Into K ila u e a ’s Lake of B r im ­ 
stone and Fire. 
Kilauea, In Hawaii, is a round, ex 
tinct crater about three miles am*sa 
and 700 or 800 feet deep. 
It has been 
the scene of terrific explosions in past 
ages, but it has now dwindled to Cm 
small active crater of Halemaunm . 
which is sunk near the middle of it 
like a huge p o t 200 or more feet de*-p 
and 1,000 feet across. 
In the midafternoon a party of eight 
if ten of us on horseback set out to 
visit the volcano. 
The trail led down 
the broken and shelving side of the 
crater, amid trees and bushes, till it 
struck the floor of lava at the bottom 
Our course took 
us out over 
tin- 
cracked and contorted lava beds, wln-i'i- 
no green thing was growing. 
I in­ 
forms of 
the 
lava 
flow 
suggested 
malled and 
writhing dragons, 
with 
horrid, 
gaping 
mouths and 
vicious 
claws. The lava crunched beneath the 
horses’ feet like shelly and brittle Ice 
A t one point w e passed over n wide. 
jagged crack on a bridge. As w e neared 
the crater the rocks grew warm and 
sulphur and other fum es streaked the 
air. 
When half a mile from the crater we 
dismounted and, leaving our horses In 
charge of the guide, proceeded on foot 
over the cracked and heated lava rocks 
toward the brink of this veritable 
devil’s caldrons. 
The sulphur fum es 
are so suffocating that It can be ap 
proached only ou the windward side. 
The first glance into that fearful pit 
is all that your imagination can picture 
it 
You look upon the traditional lake 
of brimstone and fire, and if devils 
were to appear skipping about over the 
surface with pitchforks, turning their 
victims as the cook turns her frying 
crullers in the sputtering fat, it would 
not, much surprise you. 
This liquid Is 
rather thick and viscid, but it is boll­ 
ing furiously. 
Great masses of It are 
thrown up forty or fifty feet and fall 
with a crash like that of the surf upon 
the shore.
